Thla proriaion eonflnaa tha Jurladletion to offanaaa oommittsd In tha 
United Stataa Zona, fhila ordinarily Military Commission* ara not 
rastriotad In thalr Jurladletion by territorial limits, and thua an 
offaaae against tha lava of »»r oosaslttad in a country prior to oa- 
cupation nay nroparly ba triad before a Military Commission ef tha 
▼iotorloua any upon occupation, the correlative of thla rule la that 
vhare tha victorious army la not, in faot, occupying the territory 
vhere the offenae waa committed, the Military Commission lose not hava 
Jurladiotion. It la manlfaatly impossible for tha Amerioen Military 
Governor, under vhoaa authority thla oourt was appointed, to exercise 
authority ovar a reormchloal location in vhlch hla ovn troops ara 
not present. Tha territorial principle of determining Jurisdiction 
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by raferwnoe to tha place *-«r« the offense was committed is 

generally reeorniaad by authorities as of primary importance 

and fundareer tai in ehareoter. This principle has been enunciated 

in letter dated Ui October 19U&. file 000*9, J*A .0 .-AO' , subjeoti 

'Trial of ar Crimes Cases", ahsreln it is stated by lJ3F : rr that 

"hereafter Military Covarruaent courts for the trial 
of war crines cases involving American nationals as 
Tietins and mass atrocities committed in the ojserican 
/one of Occupation will be appointed by, and all 
furttv'r action In connection with aueh eases will be 
taken by this Headquarters." 

Th«t ststseient of rolloy has never teen changed, so that it can he 
assumed that when this Buchenwald ease was referred to trial it was 
the understanding of the appointing authority that the court would 
only take .jurisdiction over those offenses for which it is eom-etent 
to handle. 

Territory is considered occupied when it Is actually placed 
under the authority of the hostile army end the oooupetion extends 
only to the territory where such sut ority has bean sstabllahed and 
can be exorcised, aecordinr to oeotion III, Article i2 of the Hague

In order to 
exercise powers of ocourstion, the occupation once acquired oust bs

-'resent ossa. Although the American 1 my at one tir*e occupied the 
area in the vicinity of huohenwald, it subsequently evacuated end 
therefore has lost jurisdiction, except as to those portions mentioned 
In the charge sheet remaining In the American /one, or except as to 
offenses committed against American cltisens.

as January 1* 1912* This date was not picked out of th* air by th* 
pro**oution, but was eho**n beoaus* it was at about that tla* that 
th* United States became • b*lllp*r*nt in th* war* Th*a* cited e***a, 
of which this oourt oan take Judicial notice, are ar.pl* precedent for 
this oourt to eonfin* its jurisdiction to hear only evidence concerning 
allared offenses committed by these accused from the date that the 
United States entered the war. The United .States, as a neutral natlen, 
from tha period September 1, 1999 to Oeoenber, 19';1, had certain obli- 
gations to uphold under the principles of International Law. Tha Ida* 
of a neutral nation Implies that two nations are st war and the third 
is in friendship with both* Today, for that seme period of time, the 
United States should oontinue to preserve its neutrality by refusing 
to tsk* Jurisdiction over offenses thet were allegedly committed before 
it beeeme a h- 111 parent. It is not the duty of this oourt to settle all 
of the rights end wronpa which may prow out of a war batwaan nations 
whioh oeourrad in a time prior to when the United States beosn* a 
belligerent. It is essential to th* very notion of a or la* that th* 
sot should be e contravention of some law to whioh the aoouaed is 
subject, but the suggestion that every individual Is or may b* subject 





to the Wllitarv Court* of every at* t« at *11 tines end la oil 
plooo* la intolerable, A limitation mu at b# placed upon tho 
dato that an alleged war erlm* can ba committed j~ a a tat* of 
war nust exist before a war orlna can b* oownittedj — aa a a tat# 
of war did not exist until 19U1, no American national oould bo a 
vletln of a war erlwa prior to that data.

triad by an Aeorican Military Qovernrent Court, according to letter 
aboro oited. 

In oonclualon, tho dofonaa wiahoa to quote tram a famous 
author, Vattol, in hi* book, Tho Law of nations", and thla quotation 
aa paraphrased by tho dofonao, la the key not only to thla notion, 
but to tho whole trial i 

"Let ua newer forret that our onenlea are nan. Though 
reduced to the disagreeable noooaaity of proaoouting 
our right by foree of anna, lot ua not divest ourselvea 
of that oharity ehioh oonnoeta ua with all a«nklad, 

Thua shall wo courageously defend our oountry'a right* 
without violating thoao of hunan nature. Lot our valor 
preserve itaolf from every atatn of cruelty and tha 
loiter of victory will not ba tamiahad by inhuman and 
brutal aetlone.* 

To paraphrase that last eentanoe, the defense aayai Lat our valor 
preserve Itaolf from every ataln of lnjuatloe and tho luster of 
viotory will not then bo tomlshod by illegal motion* that ero un- 
preoedantod and for idiieh thor* ia no boa la in tho principle* of 
International Law.
